I have the honour to report 
that a large scale demonstration was held 
by the Jewish community in Shanghai on the 
e2nd April, 1947, in protest against the 
execution of Dov Gruner and three other 
members of the Irgun Zvai Leumi organisation 
in Palestine. A mass meeting sponsored by 
the various Zionist organisations in 
Shanghai was held at the Haim Garden in the 
Wayside area, the attendance being estimated 
at 8,000. 


26 The meeting was presided 

over by B. Kopeliovich, and the proceedings 
opened with a procession of youths of the 
Brith Trumpeldor, carrying a Jewish flag 
draped in black. The subsequent speakers 
were S. Bergman, A. Kalamanowitz, F. Goldberg 
and G. Juhawitzki, all of whom delivered 
violent denunciations of British policy in 
Palestine, describing the execution of the 
four Irgunists as murders committed through 
laws contrary to the Mandate and to 
international law, After prayers had been 
offered for the dead the meeting adopted a 
Resolution for communication to the United 
Nations and to the Chinese Government, This 
Resolution described British actions as 

still denying, two years after the defeat of 
the Hitler régime, the right of the Jewish 
people to their own national home, and 
announced that British troops were shooting 
down those who had survived the "hell of 
Europe", It added that the executions 

showed "the intention of the British Government 
to provoke the Jewish people to a bloody 
struggle", but that the latter would not allow 
themselves to be the victims of provocation or 
frightened by a display of brute force.

"Numerous enquiries have reached me 
concerning press reports of a statement attributed 
to David Ben Gurion, chairman of the executive of 
the Jewish Agency in Jerusalem, favoring the 
establishment of a Jewish state in those parts of 
Palestine that have been settled by Jews as well 
as the Negev, and continuation of the Mandate in 
the sections which Jews have not colonized. 


"y find it difficult to credit these 
reports inasmuch as the executive of the Jewish 
Agency has never approved any such proposal, nor 
has the executive any authority to do so. The 
ease of the Jewish Agency was officially presented 
by its representatives, including Mr. Ben Gurion, 
at the recent special session of the United Nations. 
There has been no change in policy since then. The 
same case, more fully documented, will undoubtedly 
be presented to the committee of inquiry of the 
United Nations unless the General Council of the 
movement should prescribe a different course.

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"Our movement has taken no position 
favoring either partition or bi-nationalism. If 
the committee of inquiry should propose these or 
any other solutions, our movement will have full 
opportunity to consider them and determine its 
attitude.

It appears that the American Jewish 
Conference is to go into dissolution and to be 
succeeded by a new organization. An outline of 
this proposed organization was given in New York 
on the 2lst May by Louis Lipsky and Dr. Maurice 
Eisendrath. They told a press conference that it 
would include within its scope both domestic and 
overseas affairs. It would act as the unified 
voice of American Jewry vis a vis the government 
and international organizations and Jewish communities 
overseas. ‘In the fields of defending Jewish rights 
in the United States and extending relief to Jews 
abroad it would work through the recognized Jewish 


agencies.

Ze They stated that elections for the new 
body, whose creation will be decided upon at the 
Fourth Session of the Conference which is to be 

held in Chicago early in August, would be on the 
most democratic basis possible, with representation 
for national organizations and individual communities. 
It is proposed that the ruling pody of the organiza-~ 
tion should be a national council of 750, elected as 
follows: 150 will be chosen by recognised national

| You no doubt know that the United Kingdom 
Delegation to the World Telecommunications Conference 
arrived in Atlantic City about a week ago, and may — 
have heard that Haddon Hall, the hotel at which Sir 
Stanley Angwin and his colleagues are staying, was 
picketed on Sunday, the 18th May, by a group of members 
of the Atlantic City Masada, a Zionist organization, 
led by one Rochelle Weiss who is said to be a survivor 
of a Nazi concentration camp. The pickets carried 
signs calling for unrestricted Jewish immigration into 
Palestine and an end of British military rule. 


The Zionists have been busy in Atlantic City 
and, according to the press, have been able to enlist 
the support of over a hundred American labour unions 
which on the 18th May, issued an appeal to H.M.G. "to 
honour its pledges for a Jewish homeland® in Palestine. 
A resolution approved by the National Trade Union 
Emergency Conference for Labour Palestine demanded 
that the U.S. Governnent support the "traditional 
American stand" in favour of a Jewish Palestine. 
Speaking at a Banquet held in connection with this 
Conference at Atlantic City on the 17th May, William 
Green, the President of the American Federation of 
Labour, said that "if Great Britain would only do 
what her conscience and honour require and permit a 
substantial increase in Palestine immigration, she 
could count on the backing of the nations of the world". 
He went on to say that the Jewish people of Europe 
were entitled, as a matter of right, decency and human 
justice, to the national homeland they seek, and that 
Britain could, even at this stage, relax present 
restrictions on immigration into Palestine and permit 
at least 100,000 Jews a year to enter the country as

Government which had made commitments it had failed 
to carry out, must share the blame for present 
conditions in Palestine. Labour, he continued, 
must use all its power to see that the U.S. Government 
makes good on the promises it has made to support a 
Jewish home in Palestine. | 


Abraham Dickenstein, of Tel Aviv, the Vice- 
President of the Workers‘ Bank of Palestine and 
Managing Director of the American Palestine Trading 
Corporation, charged that the Palestine Government 
had declared martial law not to put down terrorian, 
but to hamper and destroy Jewish economic life there. 


American labour unions are reported to have 
launched a campaign to raise $1,000,000 for the 
assistance of Histadrut, the General Federation of 
Jewish Labour in Palestine. 


Judges Samuel A. Weiss, of Pittsburgh, the 
retiring President of B'nai Brith Distriet No. 3, 
said in his report to the District Grand Lodge Annual 
Convention, held in Atlantic City, that "only a united 
Jewry could persuade any affirmative action by the | 
United Nations or the United States Government towards 
the solution of the Palestine problem.” He told the 
750 delegates present at the convention that B'nai 
Birith was willing to assume the leadership in a 
tnited drive to cope with and solve this weighty world 
problem. He held that the centre of gravity of Jewish 
life bad shifted from Europe to America and that 
"whether we will it or not, we have not only the 
responsibility to salvage much of Jewish life, but the 
opportunity to do so." 
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Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt was the 
principal speaker at a Luncheon yesterday organized 
by the Allied Jewish Appeal. She said that she 
was distressed and amazed that another year had gone 
by and that there had been no real fuse improvement 
in the plight of the Jews of Europe. She could 
searcely bring herself to believe the accounts she 
read of people being taken off ships and put behind 
barbed wire in the year 1947. Americans should, 
she continued, always keep before them the thought 
that all men are brothers. The United States had 
been spared the horrors of war, and to help those 
who could not help themselves was part of the job 
which United States citizens were called on to do.
